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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1 . Claim 1 1 has been amended by the Applicant in correspondence filed on 07/06/2009. 
Claims 1-14, 21, and 24-26 are currently pending. This is the third Office Action on the merits 
of the claim(s). 



RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

2. Examiner acknowledges the After-final amendment and declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.132 in which Inventors Michael Dowries and Ronald Evans declare that they are the sole co- 
inventors of the instant invention and that they conceived of said invention prior to 1 1/14/2002. 

3. Claim 12 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite due to 
a lack of antecedent basis for R 3 as -CH=CH-C(0)-0-tBu. This rejection is moot in light of 
Applicants' amendment to Claim 11. 

4. Claims 1-14, 21, and 24-26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nicolaou, et al. (International Application No. WO 04/046162, provided in IDS). Applicants 
have sufficiently demonstrated that they are the sole co-inventors of the instant invention by way 
of the declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132, filed on 07/06/2009. Thus, the rejection of Claims 1- 
14, 21, and 24-26 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is moot . 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
